Train on Victoria. 

Mr. Evrror,—As it may not be uninterest- 
ing to many of your readers to hear some- 
thing of the account given by that Prince of 
Humbugs, Geo. Francis Train, of his late ‘‘in- 
vasion”’ of Victoria, I give you a few notes 
from his public lecture deliveted ‘here last 
evening. a” 

His visit appears to have been decidedly of 
a “flying” character, as he left hete onthe 7th 
inst., by overland route to Olympia, and -re- 
turned last evenirg, the 13th, ‘having in ‘the 


meantime visited all the ports in the Mediter- |- 


ranean of the Pacific {as he terms Puget 
Sound), written numerous ‘fepigrams,” re- 
ceived deputations of Fenians, “delivered 
speeches and lectures, besidés haviag ‘‘invad- 
ed’ Victoria, E : : 
His intention to lecture bad been advertised 
for several days,-and the lecture was numer- 


/Ously attended. In commencing, he consulted 


the audience as to what subject they would 
like that he should speak upon, stating, with 
chafacteristic modesty, that his fund of in- 
5 64h was go vast as'to render it a matter 
of indifference what was asked for. He sug- 
gested; however, that an outline of his recent 
trip might be interesting to them, and this 
was immediately acquiesced in. : 

His harangue (for that is the proper desig- 
nation of what Mr. T. calls a “lecture”) was 
by no means confined to a description of his 
trip, or his experience at Victoria, but _em- 
braced a variety of subjects, as fiverse as can 
well be imagined. 


He stated that he telegraphed to the editor’ 


of the Cotumsian that he should arrive at 
Victoria at a given time and would lecture 
upon the ‘downfallyof England’—that an-, 
other telegram was sen m Seattle to the 

ect that “the Northern Pacific Railroad 


| men had arrived there, and that Geo. Francis 


Trzin was on the Hunt.” When the steamer 
Hunt reached Victoria she found the Forward 
with her gans run out, and everything pre- 
pared for an attack, 200 marines being under 
arms. On reaching the wharf,: although it 
was late at night, the Colonial Secretary and 
the Chief of Police almost immediately: ap- 
peared on board, and after going through the 
passenger list and asking something as to G. 
F, Train, they held a whispered: consultation 
and- then Jeft. In the morning a “ secret 
agent of the Government” came on board to 
reconnoitre. G.F.T. received him cordially 
and affected to be under the impression that 
his visitor was an influential Fenian who 
wanted to consult with bim on the affairs. of 
the Brotherhood, and this pretence caused the 
“secret agent’ to|staud aghast, and. after_a 
little timid conversation he left the vessel. 
(Train brought down the house by imitating 
the secret agent ‘‘shaking in his shoes.”) He 
then Went on to say.—Victoria is dead, it is 
not worth taking; and this he proceeded to il- 
lustr@te n anecdote of a fclass for which 
jhe has la memory. He said he was 
remifidedof aman who brought his sweet- 
heart/toxtown and took her toa restaurant to 
give hera treat. The countryman saw on a 
plate two fish-balls. and mistaking them for 
doughnuts, he handed one to the lady and 
took one himself, Breakitg it in halves, he 
‘conveyed a portion to his mouth, when, dis- 
covering that there was something wrong, he 
placed it to his nose and ‘immeeiately. ex- 
claimed to his companion, “Don’t eat that, 
Sal, there’s sutimut dead in it.’ And so he 
says it ig- with Victoria,—there’s something 
dead in it. He says he never witnessed such 
a ‘scare!’ as existed upon his arrival; every- 
body had beed up all night and had their fire- 
arms ready. ‘Coast Guards,” volunteers and 
all the available forces were in readiness, their 
total strength being about 30, (N. B,—The 
“Emmet Guard” musters about that number 
in Portland.) - Still he is convinced that 
with 50 resohite men‘he could take Victoria, 
if it were worth the attempt. 

(I should here state that Train is so utterly 
ineonsistent in his statements generally, that 
there is no occasion to remark particularly 
his omissién to state what he expected was to. 
become of the Ships of War and the 200 ma- 
rines while his army of 50 was at work.) 

The Governor, ke found, had gone to New 
Westminster to escape tlie threatening danger. 

He remarked that the Seattle telegram be-
